Another Moscow trip 
U.S., Russ vow to avoid military confrontations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ni­ 
xon and Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
pledged today to avoid military con- 
trontations and threats of force that 
might lead to nuclear war between their 
two nations, 
In a policy declaration, the leaders of 
the two nuclear superpowers agreed to 
“immediately 
enter 
into 
urgent 
con­ 
sultations with each other” should the 
risk of a nuclear conflict arise. 
Nixon and Brezhnev signed the agree­ 
ment —the eighth since the start of their 
summit talks —in a ceremony in the 


E ast Room of the White House a few 
hours before their scheduled departure 
aboard the presidential jetliner for San 
Clem ente, Calif., for the conclusion of 
their week-long conference. 
They pledged 
in 
toasts of 
Russian 
cham pagne 
T hursday 
night 
to 
m eet 
again in Moscow next year. 
In 
the agreem ent, 
the two leaders 
prom ised th at the United States and the 
Soviet Union “ will act in such a m anner 
as to prevent the developm ent of situa­ 
tions capable of causing a dangerous 
exacerbation of their relations, as 
to 


avoid m ilitary confrontations, and to ex­ 
clude the outbreak of nuclear w ar be­ 
tween them and between either of the 
parties and other countries.” 
The accord also calls for the signa­ 
tories to proceed from the premise that 
each will refrain “ from the threat or use 
of force against the other party, against 
the allies of the other party, and against 
other countries, in circum stances which 
may endanger international peace and 
security.”

briefed congressional

parties on the declaration, which is a 
statem ent of policy —not a treaty — and 
therefore does not require Senate ratifi­ 
cation. 
Presidential adviser Henry A. Kissi­ 
nger said the intent of the doctrine was 
“ to prevent the outbreak 
of 
nuclear 
w ar.” 
Kissinger said steps toward the agree­ 
m ent began at the end of the Moscow 
sum m it 
meeting 
between 
Nixon 
and 
Brezhnev in May, 1972. K issinger said 
the accord “can be a significant lan­ 
d m ark in relations between the two great 


nuclear powers.” 
The accord, effective im m ediately, is 
of unlimited duration and both parties 
said nothing in it would affect or im pair 
the right of individual or collective self- 
defense under the U.N. C harter or sepa­ 
rate treaty obligations, such as those the 
United 
States has 
as 
a 
m em ber 
of 
NATO. 
Kissinger said the declaration is 
a 
“ form al obligation” on the part of the 
United States and the Soviet Union “ to 
p ractice restraint in diplomacy and to 
build a peace that is perm anent.”

4 firemen

MONTCLAIR — Fire raging through 
the new Horizon Corp. ap artm ent com ­ 
plex here Thursday afternoon caused an 
estim ated $286,000 dam age as four fire­ 
m en w ere overcom e by sm oke and heat. 


Hospitalized for sm oke inhalation and 
heat exhaustion 
w ere 
M ontclair 
F ire 
Capt. Joe Shornet and R eserve F irem an 
John Kelley. Both m en w ere kept at 
M ontclair Doctors Hospital overnight for 
[observation, but w ere to be released to­ 


day. 
Two other firem en w ere overcom e by 
heat exhaustion and sm oke inhalation, 
but w ere not hospitalized, according to 
M ontclair Fire Inspector L arey Smith 
Sm ith said that fire w as first reported 
about 12:15 p.m. and when fire units a r­ 
rived in less than two m inutes, three 
buildings w ere engulfed in flam es and a 
fourth w as endangered. F lam es, pushed 
by a stiff w estern wind, leaped out over 
Monte V ista Avenue, halting traffic in 


the a re a. 
F irem en fought the hot blaze tor m ore 
than tw o hours before it wras brought un­ 
der control, with 19 nearly com pleted 
ap artm en t units destroyed. At the scene 
w ere 58 firefighters, seven engine com ­ 
panies and two snorkle com panies from 
M ontclair, C larem ont, O ntario, 
Upland 
and the California D isaster Service. Ten 
or 12 construction w orkers aided firem en 
in pulling and laying hoses. 
The fire w as first spotted bv painting 
contractor G ary Robinson of Chino, who 
had just sat down inside one of the 
ap artm ent units for lunch. Robinson sa.d 
about 10 m inutes before he spotted the 
fire, th at apparently began in a pile of 
debris in a corner of building 5 on the 
east side of the complex, he had been 
w alking back from the lunch w agon and 
thought he sm elled smoke. 
“ I looked around and couldn’t see any­ 
thing, so 1 went inside a building to eat 
my lunch and get out of the hot sun, 
said Robinson. At 12:15 p.m. temoerd- 
tures were topping 105 degrees at the 


construction site. 
“ I looked out the window and saw' 
flam es jum ping up from in back ct the 
building and ran outside hollering, ’fire, 
fire,* ” Robinson said. About the sam e 
tim e th at Robinson spotted the fire, Wil­ 
b er Baily from A.C. R efrigeration Co. 
in Placentia, who that m orning had been 
installing air conditioning units on the

Their space station re­ 
mained in orbit, ready for its next crew 
in five weeks. 
The astronauts, appearing a little sha­ 
ky, climbed out of their spacecraft at 
10:34 a.m . EDT on the deck of this re­ 
covery ca rrier and w alked quickly to 
nearby blue medical 
laboratories 
for 
long, detailed physical exam s. 
The fact that the pilots walked under 
their own power was a significant feat. 
It m eant they had withstood well the 
stress of earth ’s gravity after adapting 
to the lack of it for so long in space. 
All three crewmen, w earing gold flight 
suits, sm iled and waved to the crowd of 
sailors watching the historic recovery. 
Recovery forces and controllers back 
at Houston’s mission control waited an ­ 
xiously for m ore than a half hour be­ 
tween the tim e the ship’s main braking 
rocket fired and Conrad reported, " e v ­ 
erything’s okay,” while the ship w as still 
in the air. 
The capsule’s small drogue parachutes 
and then its three orange and w hite 
striped main canopies blossomed out on 
schedule and eased the astronauts into 
the calm sea at 9:50 a.m . EDT within 
view of a television cam era aboard this 
veteran aircraft carrier. 
“ E verybody’s in super shape,” said 
Conrad, 
the 
veteran 
com m ander 
of 
A m erica’s first space station. 
The ship reported the astronauts lan­ 
ded precisely on target, 843 miles south­ 
west of San Diego. The Ticonderoga w as 
6 1/3 miles downwind at the time. 
The aircraft carrier m oved quickly to 
the side of the bobbing, scorched space­ 
craft 
and hoisted it aboard, 
using 
a 
single nylon rope 1 5S inches in diam e­ 
ter. 
It w-as the first tim e an Apollo had 
been hoisted aboard a recovery ship with 
its crew m en still inside. This was done 
lor the Skylab recovery because doctors 


wanted the pilots picked up w ith as little 
exertion as possible. 


The cone-shaped capsule w as placed on 
an elevator deck, 25 feet about the wa­ 
ter. at 10:2S a.m ., a fast 38 m inutes after 
splashdown. 


“ We’ve all got our seat belts fastened 
so hoist us right up,” said Conrad, a 
Navy captain, as the line was hooked to 
a loop at the top of the com m and ship. 
Before leaving the spacecraft. Kerwin, 
Am erica’s first space physician, took his 
own and then the pulse rate and blood 
pressure of his colleagues to determ ine 
how their bodies were withstanding the 
rigors of gravity after going without ic 
for four weeks. 
Before the Apollo hutch w as opened, 
technicians attached plugs and fuel vent 
lines to the control rocket nozzles. 
Kerwin briefed Dr. Charles Ross, tho 
Skylab flight surgeon, on the pilots’ con­ 
dition before the hatch w as opened.

deposition in connection with his com­ 
mittee’s S6.4 million civil suit against the 
Republicans for damages re-iilting from 
the bugging. 
Meanwhile, a furor was growing on 
Capitol Hill over the latest round of news 
leaks in the Watergate case, many of 
them involving testimony secretly given 
by former Presidential Counsel John W. 
Dean III, who testifies in public next 
week. 
Senate Democratic leader Mike Man­ 
sfield urged the Watergate committee to 
adopt “ stricter procedures” to prevent 
leaks of preliminary testimony. Senate

Reagan tax ceiling plan 
to qualify for ballot 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov Ronald 
Reagan’s tax ceiling plan apparently has 
"comfortably” qualified for a special 
Nov. 6 ballot. Secretary of State Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. said Thursday. 


Reagan’s office said the governor was 
"extremely pleased” that the initiative 
appears to have qualified by “ a substan­ 
tial margin” but added Reagan "will feel 
much better” when the required 520.806 
valid voter signatures are certified to t^e 
secretary of state. 
Brown said unofficial figures indicate 
initiative supporters have gathered at 
least 35.000 more signatures than are 
needed to place the measure on the bal­ 
lot. 
“ County clerks have already checked 
petitions containing 386.900 valid signa­ 
tures.” Brown said. “ Petitions with ano­ 
ther 241.600 signatures are now being ex­ 
amined and experience indicates that at 
least 70 per cent of those names will 
prove to be valid.” 
Based on the 70 per cent “ conservative 
estimate” of valid signatures. Brown

The initiative, which W’Ould be written 
into the Constitution, would clamp a ¡id 
on the total amount of revenue the state 
could collect from taxpayers.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In the few 
months since the Vietnam cease-fire, the 
United States has bombed Cambodia as 
heavily as it did in the preceding three 
years, according to just-released Penta­ 
gon statistics. 


The bombing statistics also show that 
m the «even years of Indochina war, 
tie United States pummeled it* ally. 
South Vietnam, four times as hard as Us 
enemy, North Vietnam. 
T he Pentagon Wednesday night declas­ 
sified for the first time 12 pages of docu­ 
ments detailing month by month the 
number of attacks flown and the ton- 
nages of bombs dropped on each ot the 
tour states of Indochina. In the past the 
Pentagon has released the total tonnages 
dropped each month but has refu-ed to 
break down the figure bv country. 
There is rationale in the statistic» lor 
both those who opposed and those who 
have supported the war. 
The figures show, for example, how 
much the air war has e-calated in Cam­ 
bodia. In the three years before the 
January cease-fire, U.S. aircraft dropped 
175.000 tons of bombs there. But in just 
the three months of March, April and 
May this year, 140.000 tons have been 
dropped on Cambodia. 
The Pentagon has said the bombing 
this month is continuing at roughly the 
same rate as before, so by now the tor­ 
i'0 e should have surpassed 175.000 ton".

'Peaceful' revolution-Peron 


BUENOS AIRES (UP!) - 
Form er President 
Juan 
D. 
Peron, whose return from 18 
years in exile sparked bloody 
gunbattles, said Thursday he 
hoped to bring about a peace­ 
ful revolution “without cos­ 
ting the life of a single Argen­ 
tine.’’ 
“ We have to make a revolu­ 
tion', but to be valid it must 
be peaceful,” Peron said in a 
radio and television address 
to the nation. 
Speaking from his home in 
a swank Buenos Aires suburb. 
Peron. called on all Argen­ 
tines to unite in a “construe-

tive peace” to rebuild 
the 
country, which he said was in 
“a grave situation." 
At his side as he sooke 
were Hector J. Campora, the 
new Argentine president and 
a loyal Peron protege, and 
Peron’s third wife. Isabel. 
T h e 
77-year-old 
former 
president made no mention in 
the speech of the violence 
that m arred his return Wed­ 
nesday, nearly 18 years after 
he was deposed in a m ilitary 
coup. 
The gunbattles erupted be­ 
tween dissident Peronists who 
fought for control of a high­ 


way bridge where Peron was 
supposed to address a wel­ 
come-home rally by more than 
two million people. The fight­ 
ing left at least 14 dead and 
225 wounded. 
A chartered plane carrying 
Peron from his exile home in 
Madrid had to be diverted to 
a m ilitary air base. He then 
helicoptered to the presiden­ 
tial residence. 
Peron made a brief tele­ 
vision and radio address Wed­ 
nesday asking “ a 
thousand 
pardons” for not appearing ai 
the rally. 
Reading from a prepared 


text Thursday night, he de­ 
scribed the country as being 
in a “ post-civil w ar” period, 
but he did not describe specif­ 
ics of the “ revolution” 
he 
planned. He 
said 
only 
it 
would 
be a 
peaceful 
one 
“without costing the life of a 
single Argentine.” 
Peron called on afl scient­ 
ists and trained Argentines 
w o r k i n g abroad to come 
home and thereby reverse the 
brain drain to bring to the 
government 
“ the 
greatest 
quantity of gray m atter, all 
chosen by their true value not 
for lesser political interests.”

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Boos and hurrahs 
in obscenity ruling 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
The U.S. Supreme Court deci­ 
sions Thursday giving state 
governments more leeway in 
establishing obscenity codes 
were generally hailed by law 
enforcement officials but crit­ 
icized by an American Civil 
Liberties Union lawyer. 
While Lt. Les Zabel. head 
of the obscenity and prostitu­ 
tion section of the Los Ang­ 
eles police department, was 
most enthusiastic about the 
decisions, 
District 
Attorney 
Joseph P. Busch and City At­ 
torney elect Burt Pines were 
more reserved and Fred Ok- 
rand, counsel to the Southern 
California 
ACLU questioned 
the reasoning of the Court. 
“ It just seems to mean in­ 
correct interpretation of the 
First Amendment to say that 
it means one thing in one 
place and another thing else­ 
where in the country,” Ok­ 
ra nd said. 
Zabel said the ruling that 
material need not be found 
utterly without redeeming so­ 
cial importance to be declar­ 
ed obscene will help because 
in the past many convictions 
were reversed 
in 
appellate 
courts over that issue. 


Zabe! and Busch predicted 
that the ruling would result in 
more cases being “ successful­ 
ly" prosecuted. 
The 
California 
legislature 
must still strike from state 
law the test of having to 
prove allegedly obscene mate­ 
rial utterly without redeeming 
social value. But Busch said, 
“ I’m confident the legislators 
will take cognizance of this 
latest ruling by the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court.” 
Busch said, 
however, 
he 
doubted such an amendment 
to the state’s obscenity laws 
could be passed before next 
year. 
Least 
enthusiastic 
among 
local officials about the ruling 
was Pines who said, “ Even 
though 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
perhaps expanded the law, 
we're 
still dealing with 
a 
vague area.”

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Chemist's idea could 
revolutionize trains 


ATLANTA (UPI) — An At­ 
lanta chemist has 
invented 
what he hopes will be a re­ 
volutionary 
**frictionless” 
braking system 
that 
could 
lead to the development of 
highspeed passenger trams. 
“The braking system is the 
only thing that holds trains 
back as far as speed is con- 
c e r t t e d , ” said Clyde C. 
Bryant, 
46, 
an 
analytical 
chemist 
with 
the 
National 
Center for Disease Control 
here. 
Bryant, who has a patent 
application pending for his 
braking system, says the in­ 
vention also could be used on 
airplanes, cars and trucks. 
Presently, Bryant said, the 
only high-speed 
trains 
are 
electric-powered, 
and 
they 
are impractical for long haul 
trips because electric motors 
have to be spaced along the 
train to provide the regenera­ 
tive braking system 
Bryant said his braking s>v 
tern “has no surfaces that rub 
and no friction because all 
the energy is absorbed by a 
fluid damper similar to a 
shock absorber. Any heat that 
is developed will be carried 
away and dispelled through 
radiators." 
Bryant said his invention is 
relatively 
simple 
since 
it 
“uses a piston just like a 
steam engine but instead of 
developing energy it absorbs 
*» 
“The principle of this brake 
1s that the rotary motion of 
the wheels is changed into 
reciprocal or ‘to and fro’ mo­ 
tion," Bryant said.

NEW DELHI (UPI) - Ma­ 
hatma Gandhi, the father of 
modern 
India, called them 
i:.- 
“children of God” and 
lived among them in an at­ 
tempt to bring them out of 2,- 
000 years of darkness. 
The 
Indian 
constitution— 
which one of them 
helped 
write —forbade their persecu­ 
tion. 
They are India’s 100 million 
Untouchables, 
and 
Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi has 
just called for a major cam­ 
paign to fully integrate them 
into modem society. 
Mrs. Gandhi told the nation 
that so long as the social evil 
of untouchability existed and 
the Untouchables were depr­ 
ived and neglected, “we can­ 
not claim to have attained 
full freedom.” 
The prime 
minister said 
that 
discrimination 
against 
the untouchables still 
per­ 
sisted in villages and towns. 
India’s 
Untouchables 
are 
the lowest of the four varnas 
(colors) 
into which Hindus 
are divided according to the 
code of Manu. written around 
A.D. 100 to 300. to define the 
rules of domestic conduct and 
ceremony. 
T h e four classifications: 
Brahmins 
(priestly caste), 
K s h a t r i y a s 
(warriors), 
Vaishyas (farmers and tra­ 
ders) 
and Shudras (untou­ 
chables). 
The 
Untouchables of 
In­ 
dia probably represent the 
world’s largest group of sub­ 
ordinate 
people. 
By 
tradi­ 
tion, they are restricted to 
such menial occupations as 
scavengers, 
sweepers, 
cob- 
b i e r s , 
taxidermists 
and 
laurderers. 
Untouchables are banned by 
the old religion from entering 
Hindu temples or drawing 
water from public wells in the 
countryside. 
Devout 
Hindus 
believe they are polluted if a 
Shudra touches them or even 
if a Shudra’s shadow falls on 
them. 
India’s 
constitution 
prohi­ 
bits caste discrimination. One 
of the principal architects of 
the constitution, the late Dr. 
B. R. Ambedkar, was bom an 
Untouchable, and India’s pre­ 
sent defense minister, Jagji- 
wan Ram, is an Untouchable, 
too. 
But a 
committee 
report 
submitted to the parliament 
in 1969 listed continuing cases 
of discrimination against the 
untouchables. 
Although there are definite 
signs of the so-called caste 
system 
breaking 
down 
in 
cities, it still is practiced in 
rural areas, despite the con­ 
stitutional guarantees of hu­ 
man equality. 


Cases of the untouchables’ 
persecution are 
printed 
in 
newspapers 
from 
time 
to 
time, and these have included 
mob violence against Untou­ 
chables, barbers of a certain 
village refusing to cut the 
hair of untouchables, wedding 
processions of untouchables 
forced to detour around high- 
er-caste districts and restau­ 
rants in the countryside refus­ 
ing to serve Untouchables un­ 
less they brought their o w n 
dishes. 
Although the younger gener­ 
ation of India is staunchly op­ 
posed to the practice of un- 
touchablity, Hindu 
religious 
sects still insist “once an Un­ 
touchable, 
always 
Untou­ 
chable." 
I agatguru Shankaracharya 
of Puri, a kind of Hindu pope 
who wields considerable in­ 
fluence over India’s nearly 
400 million Hindus, has repea­ 
tedly come under fire for en- 
c o u r a g i n g the caste dis­ 
crimination. 
Shankaracharya has often 
said, 
“ Every man 
inherits 
inequality,” and that there is 
no question of changing the 
“social order” which has per­ 
sisted for centuries. 
The 20th report of the com­ 
missioner for scheduled cas­ 
tes (Untouchables) now be­ 
fore the Indian Parliament, 
has observed: “The backward 
sections of the (Untouchable) 
community 
have 
not 
been 
able to derive benefits of the 
socioeconomic progress in the 
country to any appreciable 
extent” in the years after in­ 
dependence. 
Basic reasons 
The “basic reasons” res­ 
ponsible for “the sad state of 
affairs,” 
the 
report 
said, 
were: 
—General lack of urgency 
on the part of those respon­ 
sible for the implementation 
of the schemes (em ancipa­ 
tion of untouchables). 
—Insufficient financial pro­ 
visions. 
—Lack of people’s partici­ 
pation. 
The report warned that un­ 
less “ radical measures” were 
taken on a priority basis, the 
problem 
may 
assume 
the 
form ot a crisis. 
The report did not mean 
that the “crisis” could touch 
off riots or strikes. 
1 he federal government has 
a 
number 
of 
development 
schemes for the welfare of 
the 
Untouchables 
including 
educational, 
economic 
and 
employment opportunities. 
The report meant that if 
society continued to treat Un­ 
touchables as Untouchables, 
all schemes for emancipating 
t h e 
depressed 
community 
would prove useless.

Rattles & straws 
The mystery of 
electronics

A lover of the murder mystery am I, a devotee of detective 
fiction, reared on Sherlock Holmes and Auguste Dupin, nur­ 
tured on Hercule Poirot and Albert Campion. 
As an aficionado of a fine old literary art form, I have been 
distressed and depressed at the continual changes that have 
come over the genre since John H. Watson, M.D., late of the 
Army Medical Department, last laid out his quill and foolscap. 
For many years the whoduunits, particularly the English 
variety, followed a stately path of mystery and puzzlement, 
tracing steadfastly the course of mannerly murder and high 
society homicide, ending when Inspector Sir Lambeth Walk 
rounded up the white-knuckled suspects in the great hall of 
Gormless Arms and explained how, why and by whom foul 
murder had been perpetrated. 
Then came assorted World Wars and telephone and tele­ 
graph, radio and radar, and crime fiction took a modem, 
efficient and uninteresting turn. We still had our Lord Peter 
Wimseys and Jane Marples, but we had Sam Spade and the 
whole private eye ger.re, full of sexandviolence, and something 
of charm and Victorian elegance went out of detective stories. 
Even Scotland Yard became New Scotland Yard. Today the 
trade is heavy with international spy rings and Jackals and 
Mafia and French Connections and the CIA only knows what-

The latest element to dull my keenness for following who- 
did-what-to-whom is the electronic wizardry and photo-electric, 
computerized magic of modern science turned to crime and-or 
crime detection. The genius cf ,22B Baker Street solved most of 
the crimes of gas-light London with no more equipment than a 
magnifying glass, though he once found his clues on a typewri­ 
ter (“A Case of Identity” ). What would he make of infra-red 
cameras and buggings and wire-taps? 
The prime examples of what has gone out of mystery stones 
tcday are two television chaps, A1 Mundy of “To Catch a 
Thief” and Barney in “Mission: Impossible.” They know more 
than God about opening locked doors, circumventing alarm 
systems, breaking into the most closely guarded headquarters 
of dictator, industrialist or spy ring. Masters of disguise, 
knowledgeable abcut guns and assorted explosives, and trained 
in karate, judo and various types of mayhem, they are always 
clambering up the sides of skyscrapers, lowering themselves 
through elevator shafts, crawling through 
air-conditioner 
ducts. 
This sort of Superman histrionics takes a lot of the fun out 
of the game for the viewer as it does for the reader of current 
“crime” novels. Did Jane Marple ever bug an office? Did 
Lord Peter Wimsey resort to truth serum and telescoping 
sights? Can you see Poirot with his luxuriant mustaches, 
crawling through an air-conditioner duct?

The committee has held 13 
days of hearings on various 
bills calling for construction 
of the 789-mile pipeline from 
Trudhoe Bay to the port of 
Valdez or for study of an al­ 
ternate route through Canada. 
T h e Montana Democrat

him from making the trip but ;

meet July 5 in Anchorage. 
The congressmen and staff ' 
Hides are scheduled to fly to 
Valdez on July 6 and to spend 
the night in Fairbanks. They 
are to inspect the oil fields at 
Prudhoe Bay on July 7 and to 
view the Alaskan portion of 
the proposed Canadian route 
on July 8. The group is sched­ 
uled to return to Washington 
on July 9. when Congress 
ends its Fourth of July re­ 
cess. 
.Any bill approved by Mel- 
c h e r * s subcommittee must 
also be considered by the par­ 
ent House Interior Committee 
and be cleared for floor ac­ 
tion by the Rules Committee. 
The Senate Interior Com­ 
mittee already has approved 
a bill that would permit con­ 
struction 
to begin on 
the 
t r a n s-A!aska 
pipeline but 
which also calls for negotia­ 
tions for a second pipeline 
through Canada. 
The Senate is expected to

“Many parents are faced 
with a serious kind of di­ 
lemma if the court does not 
grant the injunction,” he said. 
“Their children are already

integrated 
elementary 
schools, then when they go to 
the seventh grade they go 
back to segregated schools.

to see to it that the 
people are told all of the 
truth, and let the chips fall 
where they may.” 


Within three days of the

Gov. Ronald Reagan, calling 
the decision “ long overdue,” 
has ex-pressed hope the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling on ob- 
s c e n i t y and pornography 
w ould help reverse the “ trend 
t o w a r d permissiveness in 
America.” 
‘‘This decision is one of the 
most important rulings to be 
made by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in recent years,” Rea­ 
gan said Thursday. 
“And, w h i l e it is long 
overdue, I am extremely gra­ 
tified and pleased that a ma­ 
jority of the court has con­ 
curred in the absolute neces­ 
sity of helping local commu­ 
nities to rid themselves of the 
corrupting influence of hard­ 
core pornography.”

court juries to use prevailing 
local standards rather than a 
national standard in deciding 
whether something is por­ 
nographic. 
“ We can only hope and 
pray that this decision will go j 
a long way toward reversing 
the trend toward permissive­ 
ness in America,” Reagan 
said.

civilized society which does 
not impose upon itself reaso­ 
nable restraints in this area 
will not long endure,” the 
governor declared.

Foreigners paying more for 


gas—result: U.S. shortage 


United Press International 


The chances are 50*50 that any service 
station you happen to drive into will ei­ 
ther impose a quota on how much gaso­ 
line you can buy or it will close early 
because of a fuel shortage, according to 
the Automobile Association of America 
<AAA). 


In New York, experts in fuel market­ 
ing said the gasoline shortage is not 
caused by cil wells going dry—but by a 
price squeeze. They said the squeeze was 
not a plot contrived by big oil com­ 
panies. but due to the fact motorists 
overseas are willing to pay more for 
gasoline than Americans. 


In Washington, administration officials 
outlined proposed plans to give tax in­ 
centives for cars that use less gas. 
The latest AAA figures, released Tues­ 
day, indicate 53 per cent of the nation’s 
filling stations are operating 
normal 
hours and allowing motorists to fill up. 
compared to 64 per cent the week before, 
and 75 per cent operating normally two 
weeks ago. 


In Washington, the members of two 
House committees who were briefed on 
the 
administration's 
recommendations 
for 
giving 
tax 
breaks 
to 
mileage- 
conscious motorists generally approved, 
but urged the officials to act taster. 


Officials of the Departments of Trans­ 
portation. Interior. Commerce and Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development and of the 
Environmental Protection Agency said 
they were putting together voluntary 
guidelines to help manufacturers and 


consumers use available energy more ef­ 
ficiently. 
They indicated they may propose as 
new laws tax surcharges on cars that 
use more gasoline, labeling applicances 
by the rate of fuel consumption, scaled 
down taxes on more efficient grades of 
fuel and higher heat insulation standards 
for new dwellings. 
Fuel marketing experts meeting in 
New York said a price squeeze caused 
by high gasoline prices overseas has for­ 
ced many independent dealers in the 
United States out of business. 
“ Tankers can land enough gasoline 
physically in the United States right now 
to supply the whole demand," said Vin­ 
cent Sgro of Oil Buyers Guide of Lake­ 
wood. N.J. “ But because the world price 
is higher than it is here, the indepen­ 
dents have to pay prices for it that 
would force them to retail it at around 44 
cents a gallon, as compared with 36.9 
cents charged for comparable fuel by 
stations of major domestic companies.” 
The independent dealer is faced with 
the alternative of operating at a big loss, 
closing dowm or operating on short hours 
and handling only such gasoline as he 
can get from the domestic major com­ 
panies at regular prices, he said. 
Sgro said one solution would be to 
force domestic oil giants to raise prices 
so the independents could compete, but 
he said that was unlikely because of the 
battle against inflation. 
• The gasoline crisis has forced more 
than 1,000 independent stations to close 
so far. and the AAA says perhaps 2.000 
mote are in jeopardy. 


G M has converter APCD will 
to last car's life 
alert public 


to pollution 


DETROIT (U PI) - General 


Motors Corp. says it has de­ 
signed a catalytic converter 
for pollution con'rol 
which 
will last the life of the car, 
the Detroit News has reported. 
The News said the claim 
was revealed in an interview 
with GM President Edward 
N. Cole, who said his firm 
has scored a breakthrough in 
designing its pollution control 
system. 
Other automakers have con­ 
tended the conveners, which 
will be required on all 1975 
cars sold in California, have 
serious durability problems. 
Cole himself said last year 
the converters GM was plann­ 
ing for 1975 cars had a lifes­ 
pan of about 20.000 miles. 
The News quoted Cole as 
saying GM has designed a 
new' system which includes 
converters which use plati­ 
num and palladium catalysts 
to 
change 
engine 
exhaust 
hydrocarbons 
and 
carbon 
monoxide into cat non dioxide 
and water. The giant automa­ 
ker is considering using the 
converters on all its 1975 cars 
in a system which includes an 
electronic ignition and a new 
type of carburetor, the paper 
said. 
Cole said the proposed con­ 
verters are designed to be 
used with unleaded gasoline 
because lead can adversely 
affect the converter system. 


although an occasional tan­ 
kful of leaded gas could be 
tolerated. 
“ We see no reason why the 
catalyst shtuld be changed." 
Cold said in the interview. 
“ We don’t think we will have 
trouble with the sulphur and 
phosporous in a gas and if we 
can get the lead out we see 
no reason why a 
catalyst 
should ever disappear." 
The New'S said Cole was 
asked if that meant the con­ 
verter w-ouid last the life of 
the car, and he answered, 
“ yes." 
I he GM president said the 
new converter will be com- 
bired with a solid-state igni­ 
tion system which “ will be 
used optionally on some 1974 
curs and in 1975 we expect to 
use it pretty much across the 
board.” He said the new car­ 
buretor. 
which 
was 
better 
than an electronic fuel injec­ 
tion system, “ is for 1975, too, 
but we’ll have some in ’74." 
Cole estimated the cost of 
the 1975 system, which is cur­ 
rently undergoing 
extensive 
testing, at about $150 per car. 
The auto companies have 
turned to the catalytic con- 
verters—muffler-like 
devices 
c o n t a i n i n g chemicals to 
change exhaust 
gases 
into 
harmless carbon dioxide and 
water—as the only practical 
means of meeting the govern­ 
ment’s stiff 1976 antipollution 
deadlines for all cans.

Even one cigarette 
can harm a smoker

DEAR DR. LAMB—I am an 
ex-smoker and have recently 
read 
one 
of

articles 
about tobacco. Why do people 
who write about the dangers 
of cigarettes always say that 
when 
anyone 
sm okes 
two 
packages of cigarettes a day, 
and inhales them, it is har­ 
mful? The truth is that even 
under a pack a day is har­ 
mful to a person’s health. I 
believe if you would say ciga­ 
rette smoking in any amount 
is dangerous it would cause 
more people to give them up. 
My husband has smoked for 
years 
and 
has 
a 
terrible 
cough, 
and he never feels 
good. He has left them off for 
as long as two weeks, and in 
that short a time he feels bet­ 
ter. eats better, and his cough 
gets 
better, 
but 
he 
starts 
smoking one and event .ally 
four cigarettes a day and the 
next thing you know, 
he’s 
feeling bad again. He lias ne­ 
ver smoked two packs a day, 
but they definitely hurt him. 
Most articles leave the im­ 
pression that up to two packs 
a 
day 
won’t 
harm 
your 
health, so why don’t you tell 
the people the truth. 
Dear Reader — If I’vs ever 
given the impre .smn that any 
amount 
of 
smoking 
is 
ail 
right for a person’s health, it 
certainly has not been my In­ 
tention. Studies show that be­ 
ginning with one cigarette, 
the more one smoke.-., 
the 
more likely there is to be dif­ 
ficulty. 
I agree that a pack ol ciga­ 
rettes a day is harmful. Even 
three or tour cigarettes a day 
can be harmful.

per-on 
who’s been 
a 
reasonably 
heavy smoker and then tuts 
down, but continues to -.moke 
even one or two cigarettes a 
day .will not get the full bene­ 
fits that he should in reve­ 
rsing abnormal 
changes 
in 
the cells withm the 
lungs. 
S o m e 
o f 
these cellular 
changes seem to be main­ 
tained even by sm all amotmts 
of the cigarette smoke. Cer­ 
tainly 
anyone 
who 
has

cough and other problems as- 
s o c i a t e d with cigarettes 
should stop smoking im me­ 
diately. 
If you’ve read very' many of 
my columns you know that I 
also feel that being forced to

PARIS (UPI) — France’s 
version of the Hells Angels, 
whose motto is “a woman for 
one night, but one motorcycle 
for a lifetim e,” say they are 
victims of a new racism.

companies raised riders’ pre­ 
m iums by 40 per cent just 
two months ago. 
—Beginning July 1, the bi­ 
kers will no longer be able to 
blast down Paris boulevards 
on their Hondas and Kawa- 
sakis with their hair blowing 
in the wind. A safety helmet 
will

in 
cities as well as on the high­ 
ways. 
—And the age requirement 
for a motorcycle license wTill 
be raised from 16 to 18. 
The toughest blow to the bi­ 
kers cam e last October. For 
five years the highlights of 
any motorcyclist’s week had 
been the Friday night get-to­ 
gether at the Place de la Bas­ 
tille, where thousands of the 
bikers met, talked mechanic« 
and showed off their m ach­ 
ines. 
But residents, complaining 
of to much noise and too 
many 
young 
people, 
pres­ 
sured police into politely in­ 
viting the bikers 
to spend 
their Friday nights elsewhere. 
Then during May the bikers 
planned a big weekend run to 
the small village of Bievre 
southwest of Paris. Posters, 
tracts 
and 
cartoons 
adver­ 
tised the outing 
throughout 
France. 
When the first 350 riders ar­ 
rived. they found the town 
sealed off by 500 riot police. 
T h e 
next 
day, 
bikers 
showed up from all over the 
country but were forbidden to 
enter the town aboard the 
machines. It w as the last at­ 
tempt at such an outing. 
As mechanic Jacques Le- 
moine summed it up: “ The 
great brotherhood of bikers is 
going all to hell.”

POMONA — The public works depart­ 
m ent is studying an intersection where 
two children were stnick by a car May 
14. one of them fatally injured, for pos­ 
sible modifications. 
Rebecda Lopez, 5, died after being hit 
by a car in a crosswalk at Valley Boule­ 
vard and Norton Street. Another 5-year- 
old was injured. 
In a preliminary report prepared for 
the City Council by the departm ent’s 
traffic engineering division, several al­ 
ternatives for the intersection are ex­ 
plored. including the construction of a 
grade separation pedestrian crossing and 
an improved signalized crossing. 
The study is being expanded to take in 
19 other locations that have pedestrian 
crosswalk signals. 
Public Works Director Ronald L. Kran- 


zer said the city staff is reviewing the 20 
locations with a view toward coming up 
with a program for the updating of pe­ 
destrian signals and indicators before the 
1977 deadline for improved federal and 
state standards. 
Of the 20 locations, the one at Valley- 
Norton was described by Traffic Engi­ 
neer Richard Barrera as “the most criti­ 
cal.” Kranzer said the crossing there “ is 
perhaps the highest on the priority from 
the standpoint ¿ f all of the physical fea­ 
tures and considerations enum erated” in 
the report. 
According to the report, computerized 
traffic accident reports were reviewed 
and indicated there were no reported 
traffic accidents at the intersection for 18 
months prior to May. 
“ This lack of accident information led 


the traffic engineering division to consid­ 
er waiting for the Valley reconstruction 
project to update the pedestrian school 
crosswalk traffic signal and close off the 
intersection to vehicular traffic,” the re­ 
port states. 
A cul de sac would be created where 
Norton connects with the south side of 
Valley. The city presently is considering 
the installation of a temporary barricade 
between Valley and Norton. 
The Valley widening and reconstruc­ 
tion project, to be financed with county 
gas tax funds, would have the existing 
pedestrian school crosswalk traffic signal 
updated to meet new state specifications. 
The improved device would include the 
standard red, yellow and green lights 
with “ Walk” and “Don’t Walk” displays.

Agnew gets into 
the act—mistake 


On.' is well advised to avoid tangling in debate 


with Spiro Agnew, a man of no mean forensic abi­ 
lities. 
For once, however, the vice-president seems to 


have gotten the worst of it in a recent exchange of 
charges and countercharges regarding the Water­ 
gate hearings. 
Mr. Agnew started it off in a speech in St. Louis 


in which he accused the committee headed by Sen. 
Sam J. E n in Jr., D-N.C.. of indulging in a “ gross 
perversion of justice.” By making both committee 
members and witnesses perform as players on “ a 
spotlighted national stage,” he said, the hearings 
are complicating the search for truth and may 
make it impossible for the Watergate guilty ever to 
be convicted. That is. they may have a good claim 
that because of all the publicity they cannot get a 
fair trial. 
Interestingly enough, one of the sharpest reactions 


came from a Republican member of the committee, 
Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr. of Connecticut. 
In the year since the break-in of Democratic cam­ 
paign headquarters in Washington’s Watergate com­ 
plex. he said. “ What truth has emerged has come 
from the press, the courts and the Ervin committee. 
“ Noticeabh deficient from any contribution to the 


facts has been the President and the vice-president 
of the United States." 
Adding injury to insult. Weicker noted that the 


trial of Daniel Ellsberg. the White Panthers in Det­ 
roit, the “ Camden 28“ and 11 gambling, narcotics 
and bribery eases in Miami “ were all prosecutions 
that were thrown out because of illegal conduct on 
the pari of the executive branch.” 
A milder statement was that of Republican Lea­ 
der Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, who averred that 
the Ervin committee is doing "a fair and unbiased, 
nonpartisan job.” 
On the Democratic side. Majority Leader Mike 


Mansfield of Montana recalled that much of the in­ 
formation that led to convictions in the Teapot 
Dome scandal of the 1920s came from the Senate’s 
investigation of the case, and he expects the same 
thing to happen this time. 
Said Mansfield’s assistant, Sen. Robert C. Byrd of 


West Virginia: 
“ If Ja< k Ruby, after shooting Lee Haney Oswald 


in full view of millions of television viewers, could 
get a fair trial by an impartial jury, if Sirhan Sir- 
han, physically overcome by Rosie Grier in full 
view of shocked millions following the shooting of 
Sen. Robert Kennedy, could get a fair trial b\ an 
impartial jury; surely it will not be impossible to 
select an impartial jury in a far less dramatic and 
less emotional case involving Watergate offenders.” 


“ Methinks,” Byrd added, “ the vice-president doth 


protest too much.“ 
Previously, numerous political observers had sug­ 
gested that if the vice-president has hopes of a 
presidential nomination in 197(5. hi" wisest course 
would l*e to maintain a discreet silence about and 
aloofness from the whole Watergate mess. 
Mr. Agnew has apparently chosen not to. no doubt 


from the highest motives, since he has been un­ 
touched by the spreading stain of Watergate and is 
in no danger of being touched. 
But the telling blaMs he incurred after his St. 


Louis statement indicate that neither he nor the 
cause of truth will be well served b\ more forays on 
his pari onto the body-strewn field of Watergate.

WASHINGTON — When 
President 
Nixon was inveighing against hippies a 
couple of years ago. the White House 
quietly sent a private detective to res­ 
cue the President’s nephew. Donald Ni­ 
xon. Jr.. from a hippy commune. 


The delicate mission was handled by 
the President’s trusted former aide, 
John Lhrlichnian, who dispatched An­ 
thony Ulasewicz to find young Donald. 


Ulasewicz is the former New York 
City detective who was paid out of a 
secret GOP account to do private in­ 
vestigating for the White House. He 
was paid $22,000 a year, plus expenses, 
from an account set up by the Presi­ 
dent’s personal lawyer. Herbert Kal- 
mbach. 


Ulasewicz 
located 
the 
President’s 
nephew hanging out with hippies in the 
California mountains. The burly former 
private eye persuaded Donald to trim 
his hair and return home. 


F.hrlichman. thereafter, gave yo :ng 
Nixon a two-hour lecture, admonishing 
him to behave himself and do nothing 
to embarrass the President. 
Donald wound up as an aide to the 
debonair, mustachioed financial finag- 
ler. Robert Yesco, who has been in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury along 
with two former cabinet members. At­ 
torney General John Mitchell and Com­ 
merce Secretary’ Maurice Stans. 
It is questionable whether Donald is 
now in better company than when he 
was associating with hippies.

John Suttef, who refused 
to comment on the incident. 
Failor’s Success: The White Hou^e 
lias named a member of its mysterious 
“ attack group” of political hatchetmen

The attack group was set up during 
the 1972 campaign under White House 
aide Charles Colson to fog over the 
Watergate scandal and to carry on a 
no-holds-barred attack on Sen.

It met daily at 9:15 a.m. in the White 
House. So impressed was Watergater 
Jeb Magruder. the deputy campaign 
aide, with its skulduggery

Now, Colson has revealed in a still- 
secret deposition that one of the attack

Crop Duster: Once more, the govern­ 
ment has put a rabbit in charge of the 
lettuce patch. This time it’s almost 
literally true: 
An insurance official 
who spent his life fighting federal crop 
nsurance has been slipped in to head 
the federal farm insurance agency. 


The Federal Crop Insurance Corp., 
was set up in the dust bowl dgys to 
insure farmers against losses 
from 
dust, fire, hail and other disasters. 
Currently operating in the black, the 
little agency is a boon to farmers in 
more than 1.400 counties. 


But the FC'IA has been constantly 
harassed by two powerful insurance in- 
dust rv lobbies which go by the names 
National Crop Insurance Council and 
H a i l I n s u r a n c e Adjustment and 
Research Association. 
The founding father of the larger Na­ 
tional Crop Insurance Council and an 
ex-president of the hail insurance trade 
group is a hard-line fighter against fed­ 
eral farm insurance named Melvin Pe­ 
terson, a former executive of the Fire­ 
man’s Fund American Insurance Com­ 
panies. 
We have copies of his virulent prose 
as far back as 1966 seeking destruc­ 
tion of some of the federal farm agen­ 
cy programs. In 1971, he was a leader 
in an effort to cripple the agency and 
turn the cream of its business over to 
private insurers.

The theory on which Mr. Nixon is 
gambling is straight-forward — but un­ 
proved. It makes sense from Western 
democratic logic, and we tend to be­ 
lieve that among intelligent men West­ 
ern logic and Flastern logic run in pa­ 
rallel lines. But no one knows this for 
certain. The Vietnam war years dem­ 
onstrated just how far apart Western 
and F.astem logic can be. 
The potential rewards of the ap­ 
proach to Brezhnev are great. The 
gamble, if successful, could mean the 
difference between peace and nuclear 
war. But the risks are equally alarm­ 
ing. A stronger rampaging Soviet Union 
could insure a global holocaust.

INSIDE REPORT 
Nixon declined 
to stump nation 


By ROW LAND EVANS and R O B E R T NOVAK 


WASHINGTON — In picking his new anti-inflation program 
last week, President Nixon rejected advice from political ac­ 
tivists to take the inflation issue across the country in a daring 
series of stump speeches which would highlight his personal 
concern and dramatize his personal involvement. 
Instead. Mr. Nixon chose an across-the-board price freeze. 
He hoped th? drama of the freeze announcement by itself would 
restore the credibility of his leadership, now staggering under 
Watergate. 
But the concept of a price freeze in a swollen economy had 
been brutally and repeatedly opposed by his economic advis­ 
ers. both the academicians like Secretary of the Treasury’ 
George Shultz and the politicians like part-time White House 
adviser John B. Connally. When the freeze came last week, it 
was immediately attacked by business, labor and most eco­ 
nomists. As for the politicians, they saw it as strictly a delay­ 
ing action, a postponement of the really tough and meaningful 
decision to come later in the still unknown Phase IV. 
That was not what Connally and other political activists ad­ 
vising Mr. Nixon had in mind. In a White House session the 
end of May, Connally made a cool but highly persuasive cace 
that the President should immediately embark on a national 
speaking tour, spelling out a workable, mandatory’, wage-and- 
pr ce control system in maior cities (specifically named v.ene 
Pittsburgh, Los Angeles. Detroit and Chicago). 


A unih ing issue 
Connally's pitch: inflation was one issue the President could 
use to bring all Americans into his tent. Handled wisely, such 
a nationwide stumping tour explaining the new. mandatory’ 
program might take voter minds off Watergate and create >a 
new following for the embattled President. 
In thf1 background. Connally was strongly supported by poli­ 
tical economists, consumer analysts and private consultants 
such as pollsters Albert Sindlinger and Dr. Pierre Rinfret, 
president of Rinfret-Boston Associates. Mr. Nixon’s confidence 
in the private reports of these and other business economists 
and consumer experts has been steadily rising. One obvious 
reason: they disagree harshly with such academic economists 
as Shultz and Herbert E. Stein, chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
But when Connally put the case to retired Gen. Alexander 
Haig. U hite House staff chief, Leonard Garment, the Presi­ 
dent’s counsel, Shultz and Stein, he was quickly put down. Haig 
reminded Connally that Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev would 
soon be in Washington. Garment kissed off the idea as “ cock- 
amamie place” — slang for balderdash. Another Nixon aide 
scolded in effect: you guys think the President can do every­ 
thing! 
Still another reminded Connally that the President might be 
booed if he showed up tor a large public gathering. Connally 
demurred, saying that if handled correctly even booing could 
be turned into a presidential asset, but to no avail. 
The Connally approach, so strongly backed by other non- 
White House activists, was rejected. But still, Mr. Nixon was 
determined to make a dramatic case for total presidential 
concern over the runaway inflation which advisers Shultz and 
Stein had assured the American people for five months did not 
exist. That meant a freeze. 


Four opposed any freeze 
But a freeze wasn’t easy to justify. After a June 9 White 
House session, individual recommendations had gone to Mr. 
Nixon from each of eight top advisers: Shultz. Connally, Stein, 
Federal Reserve chairman Arthur Bums, Undersecretary of 
Treasury W illiam Simon. Management and Budget director 
Rcy Ash, economic stabilizer John Dunlop and White House 
foreign economc aide Peter Flanigan. Of these, at least four 
opposed any freeze. 
In the face of that strong anti-freeze sentiment, Mr. Nixon 
nevertheless invoked his freeze. He clearly wanted to side with 
the activists, but his aides in the White House would not let 
him go as far as the activists wanted: a nationwide speaking 
tour explaining a tough but sensible controls program. 
Now he has the nastiest problem of all — coming up with a 
credible Phase Iv following a 60-day freeze that smacked of 
expediency. Mr. Nixon is strongly leaning toward the non- 
credible Phase IV following a 60-day freeze that smacked of 
a fact reflected in the continuing White House talki with Rin- 
fret, Sindlinger and other outsiders. 
But having been fooled for so long by his own men, it is latt 
indeed to be listening to those who warned so wisely. The best 
answer now is to clean house at the top, replacing the acade­ 
micians with economists who understand the real world of 
politics. 
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‘ And here's my piece de resistance, a break from 
the traditional bridal gown...

delay in a doctor’s office. 


*’I am in full agreemen* 
that privacy be respected. I 
never talk to patients in the 
waiting room but wait until 
we are in the examining room 
with the door closed. Any per­ 
son should feel free to refuse 
to discuss personal details in 
a crowded room.—Mrs. M.P.. 
Alameda, Calif.” 
In the m atter of delay, ef­ 
ficient doctors 
develop 
the 
ability to cope with such a 
patient by saying something 
like this: “ Let m e take care 
ot your sore throat now. Then 
let’s set an appointment to 
give you a

Often, jealousy in an adult 
begins in childhood, in a fam­ 
ily triangle of father-mother- 
child. A child’s rivalry with 
the parent of the same sex 
for the exclusive attention of 
the parent of the opposite sex 
has been experienced by ev- 
ervone in childhood, but all 
don’t grow up being excee- 
sively jealous. When this pe­ 
riod in a child’s life is mis­ 
managed. or when parents di­ 
vorce or one 
parent 
dies, 
problems often develops later. 


The late Edmund Bergler, 
psychiatric consultant on sex 
and divorce, felt that even 
when there was a romantic 
tie between boss and secret­ 
ary’. the secretary rarely w’on. 
Even if the boss wanted to 
m arry the secretary and di­ 
vorce his wife, the secretary, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Bergler, 
rarely followed up her victory 
because her participation was 
really on the basis of a maso­ 
chistic need to fail, and not 
prim arily to achieve a perm a­ 
nent end lasting intimacy. 
It seems to me that you 
should try to believe and ac­ 
cept 
your 
husband’s 
state­ 
ments that he is not involved. 
If you don’t, you may drive 
him 
into a 
relationship he 
m ay not now desire. If, as 
you say. you are preoccupied 
with fears of your husband’s 
infidelity, then you probably 
are depressed, anxious and 
tense most of the time. This 
is destructive to you and to 
your m arriage, tor no man. 
or woman, enjoys 
constant 
questioning. Most men seek 
outside relationships because 
there is some deficiency in 
their home lives. 


It is easy for men and 
women to grow apart espe­ 
cially when the husband is 
achieving success and when 
he must spend *imc away 
from home. Each day. he is 
being stimulated by new ideas 
and new’ people, and unless 
this wife makes a special effort 


to also find new and stimulat- 
ing outside interests she can 
share with her husband, the 
m arriage is apt to get stale 
Jealousy and discontent rioim 
ish with ideleness and on« 
way out is 
to deliberated 
seek more Interests and new 
ways to improve yourself. 
The more you build setf-es- 
teen the easier it will be to 
overcome your jealousy. This 
is one of the reasons it would 
be helpful to become involved 
in some hobby that you know 
you do well. 
T he' kind 0f 
j e a l o u s y you describe is 
usually found in very inse­ 
cure people. Their lack of 
confidence makes them hy­ 
persensitive 
to 
slights and 
they're 
apt 
to 
consistently 
make mountains out of mo­ 
lehills, rather than accepting 
the easy, simple explanation. 
Sometimes, these people real- 
lv want to be hurt. They may 
feel so unworthy of love that 
they want to punished. 
Make it a project to try to 
overcome your 
feelings 
of 
jealousy. If you’re unable to 
do this by yourself, then try 
to set some professional help 
so that these problems don’t 
destroy your marriage.

America rose. His 1974 win­ 
ner, Perfume Delight, follows 
a 1973 prize plant, Gypsy. 
Furthermore, the Al(-Amer- 
ica 
Rose 
Selections organ­ 
ization 
has 
hinted 
broadly 
that he is in line to be a win­ 
ner again in 1975 competi­ 
tions. it is unprecedented for 
a hybridizer to enter three 
straight AARS winners. 
Not that winning the high­ 
est honors of the ro>e world 
is particularly new to Weeks 
— he has helped in the devel­ 
opment of former AARS me­ 
dalists Royal Highness, Mis­ 
ter 
Lincoln, 
Camelot, 
Co­ 
manche, and Angel Face. 
Born in Texas and raised in 
California, Weeks shares ’74 
honors with two o her Golden 
State Rose Breeder«-. William 
Warriner, like Week1- a devel­ 
oper of a 1973 AARS prize 
ros*3, heads up a development 
center 
in 
Tustin, 
Orange 
County, while Dr. Walter t. 
Lammerts (regarded as the 
dean of American ro>e hy­ 
bridizers) is a product of the 
University of California. 
A f t e r working weekends 
and during vacations for a 
large rose growing nurserv 
throughout his 
high 
school 
days, Weeks started with his 
owm rose cuttings In 1937. He 
became 
interested 
in 
rose 
hybridizing in 1955, and since 
1967 has carried on breeding 
work personally, making all 
planned crosses and selec­ 
tions himself. 
He doesn’t play golf, nor 
belong to service clubs that 
have daytime meetings, as 
that would take him away 
from his plants. Weeks is, 
however, a past president of 
AARS and serves actively on 
its board and committees.

HOLLYWOOD (U P l)- The 
comedy team of Jack Burns 
and Avery Schreiber has been 
around for a while, bat it’s 
just possible that current so­ 
cial history has finally made 
them a pood idea whose time 
has come.

draws genera! audiences. “ All 
In The Fam ilv’ has blasted 
th ro u g h video taboos—and 
won with the public. New 
movies like “ P per Moon” 
pay homage to the films of 
yesteryear. 
And the bbter oop music 
performers, like artists in the 
other fields, are not merely 
cashing in campily on tio*- 
taleia. but seem to realize 
that history didn’t start yes­ 
terday, that the past had so­ 
mething to offer that the pre­ 
sent could build on — and the 
newly hanmered-out melding 
of the 1960s with earlier times 
is producing a fresh, realistic 
rom \nticism in the tunes we 
hear: 
no more moon*June* 
croon, but love is still okay, 
maybe better than ever. 
And maybe, just maybe, 
the ron.evvat ae olarized au- 
dien e will mean that the

periodic urges to go off and 
* lead a life of his own. This 
show was based on the Brit­ 
ish 
creation 
“ Steptoe 
and 
Son.” 
There was ABC - TV's “ A 
Touch of Grace,” now can­ 
celed, which dealt in comedy 
terms with an elderly but 
lively widow, her droll grave­ 
digger beau (he worked at 
the cemetry where her late 
husband was buried), and her 
conservative daugher and so­ 
n-in-law. with whom she lived. 
The inspiration for this pro­ 
gram was the British series 
“ For The Love of Ada.” 
There is ABC-TV’s “ Thicker 
Than 
Water,” yet 
another 
comedy, this one concerning 
a prim middleaged spinster, 
her wastrel brother and their 
general disagreement on ev­ 
erything 
except 
a 
mutual 
hunger for the estate of their 
ailing

father.

He, in turn, keeps them on a 
leash by making them run his 
factory to qualify for their 
impending inheritances. “ Thi­ 
cker Than Water” is based on 
the British series “ Nearest 
and Dearest.” 
And there is also another 
ABC-TV comedy, “ Love Thy 
Neighbor,’ adpated from an 
English series of the same 
name. It deals with a white 
c o u p l e and black couple 
whose houses are next 
to 
each other in a neighborhood 
that not long before had been 
all-white. 
Some years ago, there was 
a well-known British series 
called “ That Was The Week 
That Was,” which dealt with 
topical events in irreverent 
comedy terms, and this show 
also eventually made its way 
to American television (NBC- 
TV), with the same title but a 
presentation adapted to U.S. 
audiences. It did have its mo­ 
ments, and. above all, it help­ 
ed open the door for earthy, 
contemporary comedy on the 
home tube in 
this nation. 
American-originated 
series 
like 
NBC-TV’s 
“ Laugh-In” 
and C B S - T V’s “ Smothers 
B r o t h e r s Variety Hour“ 
opened the door even more, 
and then came "All In The 
f amily,“ which signaled the 
start of a frank new era in 
U.S. television’s situation co­ 
medies. 
Since “ All In The Family,” 
s i t u a t i o n comedies, once 
known for their extraordinary 
blandness, have, in a number 
of cases, become increasingly 
up-to-date in their outlooks, 
though they are still generallv 
conservative 
compared 
to 
movies and the stage. 
It is instructive, though, to 
consider what happened when 
the Smothers Brothers series, 
regarded in this country as 
outspoken in its new social at­ 
titudes, was also taken on by 
British television. 
In truth, the series was a 
force for new attitudes in 
America because of the mass 
video audience, and because 
of

brothers’ 
unserving 
commitment to the ideas be­ 
hind their material. But in 
Britain, the series didn'. last 
long. The people there simply 
couldn’t understand what the 
fuss in America was about.

Danger awaits desert travelers

Herbert 
Strietzel of La Verne is con­ 


cerned 
that 
many 
of 
the 


people who frequent the desert 
and hill 
areas 
should 
be 
aware of the death dealing 
“ 
M o j a v e Green Rattles­ 
nakes” . The life expectancy 
of persons bit by this variety 
of rattlesnake is seven to 10 
minutes, according to rese­ 
arch done by Strietzel. 


Strietzel was alerted him­ 
self to the danger while tal­ 
king with Hugh G. Gilbert of 
the Desert Rescut Squad at 
Barstow. 


Gilbert says, ‘‘rattlesnakes 
come out of hibernation when 
the average temperature rises 
to between 67 and 69 degrees 
in the Spring and that he is 
hungry, thirsty and bad-tem­ 
pered. They come from under 
stones, logs, bushes and out 
of holes. 
Strietzel, in relaying Gil­ 
bert’s, advice says that rat­ 
tlesnakes usually stay away 
from settled areas and leave 
people alone. However, when 
one feels threatened, it is 
swift and efficient in using 
fangs and venom to defend it­ 
self. 


They range in length from 
eight inches to four feet. They 
are 
widespread 
throughout 
mountain, hills and deserts of 
Southern California. Their co­ 
lorings make them almost in­ 
visible in shrubs and trees 
where they climb to lie in 
wait for birds. 


Surprisingly, the local Ma- 
jave Green Rattler is one of 
the world’s deadliest snakes, 
Strietzel learned. A chart in 
the book, “ Poisonous Snakes 
of the World,” 
U.S. 
Gov’t 
Printing Office, 
Washington 
D. C., lists the venom of this 
rattler as more potent than 
many types of cobras, the Af­ 
rican green Mamba, the Cas- 
cabel and Bushmaster of Cen­ 
tral and South America. 
Wayne Costa, director of 
the Desert Research Station 
located about 18 miles north­ 
west of Barstow, told Strietzel 
that he had captured between 
15 and 20 of them. On a dis­ 
play cage, Costa has noted 
that the Mojave Green is se­ 
ven times as poisonous as the 
Eastern Diamondback and 16 
times as venomous as the 
sidewinder. 


A woman near Barstow told 
Strietzel,“ ! was told that if 
my little girl was bitten by a 
Moiave Green while playing 
in the back yard, she would 
die before she could get to 
the house to report it.” 
Melvilee F. Pletcher, who 
lives in the desert about 30 
miles north of Palm Springs, 
told Strietzel about his expe­ 
rience. He was bitten on the 
back of the middle finger of 
his right hand. He felt no 
pain at the 
moment 
than 
from the light prick of a cac­ 
tus needle. Yet seven minutes 
later, while enroute to a doc­ 
tor, he suddenlv blacked out, 
and 45 minutes later, when an 


ambulance delivered him to a 
hospital in Yucca Valley, he 
was very sick, his stomach 
hugely swollen and his blood 
pressure zero. He survived 
only under expert emergency 
measures. 
Strietzel echos the advice of 
Deputy A1 McAlwain at the 
San Bernardino County Sher­ 
iff’s Substation in Barstow. 
McAlwain urges persons who 


plan on entering the desert to 
report their plans to the sub­ 
station including when and 
where they are going and also 
their anticipated date of re­ 
turn. 
McAlwain 
also 
asks 
travelers to notify the substa­ 
tion when they have finished 
their visit. 
This is so that if a person is 
reported 
missing 
he 
may 
have a better chance of being 


found. The substation tele­ 
phone number is (714 ) 256- 
1798. And, too often, searches 
are made for people who 
have returned home without 
i n f o r m i n g 
the 
substa­ 
tion. Strietzel 
advises 
the 
purchase of a book put out by 
the U.S. Government, NAV- 
MED P-5099, “ Poisonous San- 
kes of the World” as a good 
resource book. It was pro­ 
duced for the study of men 
who were trained for the

The trout at Big Bear lake 
are bigger and more plentiful 
than

years. Stan Elmore of Pleas­ 
ure Point landing tells me he 
has weighred in more three 
pound plus rainbows this year 
than he has in the last few 
years combined. 
An example. Wayne Inouye 
of Chino caught his limit on 
salmon eggs. The smallest 
fish Wayne had weighted one 
an d a q u a r t e r pounds. 
Wayne’s uncle landed the lar­ 
gest fish. It topped the scale 
at two 
pounds 
and 
eight 
ounces, a nice catch but only 
good enough for twelfth place 
in one of the derbys held by 
Big Bear merchant«!. 
Most anglers are getting 
their catch bait fishing with 
salmon 
eggs 
and 
floating 
cheese. Near the mouth of 
Grout bay is one of the best 
areas. A few are being picked 
up near the dam and just 
east of Boulder bay. 
Trolling with ford fenders, 
Z-ray and Phoebe lures has 
been most productive. This 
outdoor writer even picked up 
a couple of one-pounders on a 
green rooster tail. The best 
t r o l l i n g tracks are from 
Pleasure Point to 
Boulder 
Bay and from the North shore 
landing to the observatory. 
This looks like it could be a 
summer for lunker trout. And 
Big Bear Lake is the place to 
catch them.

ANDERSEN AIR FORCE 
BASE, Guam (UPI) - The 
crews of U.S. Air Force B52 
bombers who fly daily bom­ 
bing missions in Cambodia 
f a c e loneliness 
and 
con­ 
troversy when they return to 
this sprawling Pacific island 
base. 
The result is a morale prob­ 
lem that has been described 
by some officers as acute. 
A main cause of the morale 
d r o p 
is 
apparently 
the 
frequent and prolonged sepa­ 
ration of the men from their 
families. The average bomber 
crew has a tour of four 
months. Some are now back 
on their third, fourth and fifth 
tour— and all without their 
families. 
The divorce rate among the 
B52 
crewmen 
is 
reported 
growing at an alarming rate. 
Resignations among career 
officers are also reported in­ 
creasing. Tempers are flaring 
on the base more easily and 
f i g h t s are breaking out 
among the men. 
Some who have preschool 
children or no children have 
sent for their families to join 
them here even for the short 
stay of three to four months. 
The families pay their own 
air fare to Guam and are for­ 
ced to live in apartments cos­ 
ting as much as $350 per 
month or hotels, averaging 
$20 per day plus meals. 
Several months ago two en­ 
listed men sent for their 
wives, but could not afford of- 
fbase 
accomodations. 
They 
pitched a tent in a remote 
area on Air Force property, 
but off the main base. They 
had meals at their camp 
sight, but for laundry and 
bathing they were assisted by 
friends living on base. 
“ I know that many of us 
and our wives are writing let 
ters to our congressmen,” 
said one major on his third 


tour of temporary duty in 
Guam as a radar navigator 
on a B52. ‘‘A year ago I 
would never think of doing 
such a thing. Sometimes I ask 
myself now if I really did 
write to my congressman. 
Requests by newsmen to in­ 
terview' any of the B52 crew­ 
men were denied 
by 
Air 
Force spokesmen at Ander­ 
sen. Newsmen were allowed 
to enter the base, but: could 
not carry cameras and were 
cautioned against attempting 
to interview crewmen. In ad­ 
dition, the crews have been 
given direct orders not to talk 
to newsmen. Privately, how­ 
ever, the crewmen complain 
that in their opinion there are 
more crews in Guam than are 
necessary to accomplish the 
bombing missions, which they 
say have been cut back as 
much as 50 per cent. 
“ When we're not on a bom­ 
bing mission, 
we’re 
flying 
training flights which can be 
flown just as easily back 
home,” said a pilot. A news­ 
man recently stood at Ander­ 
sen Air Force Base for about 
an hour Sunday and watched 
two B52 bombers practicing 
touch-and-go landings. 
“ If they really need us out 
here,” the officer continued, 
“ then they should make it a 
permanent duty station as­ 
signment so we can bring our 
families with us.” 
No B52s have been shot 
down over Cambodia since in­ 
tensive bombing began there 
on a daily basis three months 
ago. But the strain is there 
t h a t something could 
go 
wTong—losses were grievous 
in the Christmas period bom­ 
bing of North Vietnam. 
The flight from this tiny 
U.S. possession in the Pacific 
westward to the jungles of 
Cambodia and back can be a 
grinding 10 hours or more, in­ 
cluding preflight checks and 
brieting.

Expert urges creation 


of a world food bank 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
world food expert has recom­ 
mended creation of a World 
Food Bank to ease the worst 
global food shortage in 20 
years and cure the scare 
psychology 
in 
commodity 
markets that has driven food 
prices to record highs. 
Lester R. Brown, a Senior 
Fellow at the Overseas Devel­ 
opment Council, told UPI that 
world food reserves are at 
their lowest level in two de­ 
cades with little chance for 
rebuilding the major buffer 
stockpiles of grain. 
“ And that’s worse than it 
sounds, because consumption 
has increased greatly during 
this period.” Brown said. 
Brown recommended estab­ 
lishment of a World Food 
Bank, patterned after the In­ 
ternational Monetary Fund, 
that would regulate a global 
food reserve. Such a bank 
could purchase certain com­ 
modities in the world market 
when prices dropped below a 
set level, and sell them when 
scarcity 
caused 
prices 
to 
soar, Brown said. 
“ This would serve the very 
desirable purpose of ... pro­ 
viding incentives for produ­ 
cers. At the same time, it 
would prevent the son ol 
prices that can cause a great 
deal of stress and suffering in 
the world,” Brown said. 
A n 
alternative 
solution 
would be for each nation to 
maintain a minimum level of 
food reserves which all to­ 
gether would create a “ butter 
at the global level against a 
poor crop year,” Brown ‘•aid. 
Brown said the major drain 
on world exportable 
grain 
supplies is coming from af­ 
fluent rations, not the poor 
countries. “ The Soviet Union, 
for example, is planning to 
import this fiscal year 26 mil­ 
lion tons of grain, 'that’s 
more food than any country 
In history has ever imported 
before, and it came somewhat 
unexpectedly,” Brown said. 
“ Japan will this year pro­ 
bably import in excess of 15 
million tons of grain. Japa­ 
nese internal grain produc­ 
tion, 
incidentally, 
is 
now 
trending downward very ra­ 
pidly,” lie said. 
•Brown said the vast Ameri- 


can grain surpluses that fed 
much of the underdeveloped 
world during the last 25 years 
are a thing of the past. 
The world surpluses were 
the result of two basic factors 
“ very’ large reserves, often 
surpluses of grain stocks, par­ 
ticularly in the principal ex­ 
porting countries; and idled 
crop 
land 
in 
the 
United 
States, crop land idled under 
farm programs which have 
totalled roughly 50 million 
acres on the average for 
many years now.” 
“ Suddenly we find ourselves 
in a situation where world re­ 
serves of grain are down to 
the low’est level in 20 years ... 
and where at least two thirds 
of our 50 million acres of id- j 
led crop land will be back in 
production this year,” Brown 
said. 
“ And so we find ourselves 
going into a new crop year 
several months hence without 
any appreciable buildup in 
grain reserves from the new 
crops that’ll be coming in this 
summer and fall, and no idle 
land of any appreciable scale 
to fall back on,” he said. 
“ This is creating something 
of a scare psychology 
in 
world commodity markets,” 
Brown said. “ A> vou know, 
prices are at levels that no 
one, no one, 
would 
have 
thought possible.” 
“ Commodities 
are 
being 
traded on the Chicago Board 
of Trade now on terms which 
are completely outside the 
bounds of any raiional com­ 
modity trading in terms of 
the past,” Brown said. 
As 
an 
example, 
Brown 
noted that soybeans, which 
sold for an average price of 
$2.46 a bushel during the 
1960’s, traded for $11 a bushel 
in recent weeks.
